Of the confonants fourteen are autables viz, 5; ¢, ch, d, f, &5-J, ky m, p, ph, 
q 5, t 

The immutables are /, 2, r, which always retain their found, and alter not. 

The /, &, and g confonants are properly no Manks letters; yet, as we have no 
fingle characters of our own to exprefs their founds, we have adopted thofe of the 
Roman alphabet, and inftead of di, according to the Irifh, and si, according to 
the Welth, we ufe j; as Yee, God; Fuan, John—Ir. Dia, &c. The found of c¢ 
we often exprefs by &; as, inftead of cione, we read kione, a head. For cw in 
cwefliwm, we ule q; as, queftion, a queftion. 

The diphthongs, or union of two vowels, are twenty-three, and the triph- 
_ thongs feventeen.

Sciopius and Carifius have remarked, that. a fyllable may be formed of two or 
three letters; as, aquae; yet Quintilian will not allow that three vowels can be 
\ united in one fyllable. Buta fyllable of three vowels, nay of four, as rieau, &cs 
is eafy and. natural to the Manks. and Irifh, as alfo to many other branches of the 
great Celtic language. But, contrary to the fpirit of that language, and to the 
difguifing of many of the roots, we have admitted into our orthography unnecef- 
fary and fuperfluous double vowels; fuch as 00, ¢, ce. which fhould not be ad> ~ 
mitted, . 





THE MANKS LANGUAGE. 


Gitt AGP: Il. 
Or THE PRONUNCIATION OF THE Manxs LETTERS. 


A is ranked among the broad vowels; and in antient manufcripts @, 0, and u, 
are written indifferently one for the other; as clagh or clogb, a ftone—goan or 
goun, {fcaree; thus, among the Latins, forreus is written for farreus, &c. It is 
pronounced as a Englifh in man, pan, lad, bad; as, fap, Jab, bab; and when cir- 
cuinflexed, as in dame; pale, ale; as méroo, 

B is a labial letter, and pronounced as 4 Englith; as, bare, deay!. 

C prefervesa ftrong found in its unafpirated ftate, equal to the Greek Kappa, or 
the Englifh &, or as ¢ in-can, cane, come; as, cam, cab, cappan;- nor ever ufurps 
the pronunciation of s, as in ciftern, city, cedar, or of # following the vowel 7, as 
in petition, &c. 

Cb has the foft guttural found of the Greek x, rightly pronounced ; as chynys, 
chiafs, chaghter. eye 

D is pronounced as d Englith ; as doal, dowin. D and #¢ are found in antient 
manufcripts written indifferently one for the other; as y diunid, or y diunit, the 
profound. This is common to us with the Greeks, Latins, Irifh, &c. 3 as carad 
for carat, Ir. a friend ; oude for oute, Gr.; quodannis or quotannis, Lat. 

E is reckoned a fmall ‘vowel; but’ is fometimes long, fometimes fhort, and 
thus anfwers to the Greek Epfilon and Eta. When it is acuted, it 1s pronounced 
as ¢ Englifh in men, ten, bed; as ben, /ben, ren; circumflexed, as ea in fear, bear, 
tear; as mériz. 

F is called a weak confonant, becaufe when afpirated it lofes all its force ; as 
fer-ynfee, a teacher, v er-ynfee, his teacher. dt correfponds in many cafes with the 
Latin v; as fer, a man, Lat. vir; feeyn, wine, Lat. vinum ; fockle, a word, Lat. 
vocalis ; and is pronounced as f Enelifh; as faa/e, foays. 

G is a heavy confonant, and pronounced as the Greek Gamma, or as g Englifh 
in gain,.get, go; as gamman, goaill, garrifb; when afpirated, it is reckoned among 
the light confonants, and has a guttural found. 

H is pronounced as / in the Englifh hand, hind. Note, fome had rather call 
this an auxiliary than a letter, becaufe it ferves only to afpirate the foregoing con- 
fonants; as ch, ph, th, or the following vowels, as 4a, he, &c. and in nouns of the 
feminine gender beginning. with a vowel, though not always written, is always 
ftrongly expreffed ; as ¢ eddin, her face, pronounced as if written e Deddin. 

Ba J is 
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I is one of the fmall vowels, and pronounced asi Englith; as /hillip, Joimmey, 
Seid. : 

L isa letter which admits of no afpiration: When it begins a feminine fub- 
ftantive it is pronounced liquid and double though written fingle, as e /aue, her 
hand, pronounced el /aue, or e /laue; alfo, before the plural number of nouns, as 
nyn laue, nyn lioar, &c. In its fimple ftate it is pronounced as? Englifh in law,. 
love, low; as /aue, licar, lane. 

M is naturally one of the ftrong confonants, but is often changed into its foft v.. 
It is pronounced as m Englifh. 

N as n Englifh, and is never afpirated or éélinfed, and is called a light confo- 
nant. It is often doubled, to give the ftronger found. In nouns plural and femi- 
nines # is pronounced like gz in feigneur; thus, e niart, her ftrength, is pro- 
nounced en niart; nyn yannoo, our doings; myn nyannoo. 

O isa broad vowel, and is ufed indifferently for a or uw; as baal, boal, or beul; 
fometimes it is fhort,-and thus it anfwers to the Greek Omicron and Omega ; 
when acuted, it is pronounced as 0 in gone; thus, crox, fon; when circumflexed, 
as o in bone; thus, dney. 

P isa hard confonant, and pronounced as p Englith. 

Ph as the oe Phi, or pb Englifh in philofophy, phyfic; as phadeyr, phaal, 
phreeney. 

R is a light confonant, and pronounced as r Englifh; as maroo, farey; but 
when a radical, it is always afpirated as the Greek Rho, as if it were written rh, 
and is pronounced double (rr), like / and in feminine and plural nouns. 

Sas sin the Englith favour, fenfe ; as faggyrt, fellar, and is called the queen of 
confonants, becaufe it is fubje&t to no change, like the Greek Sigma, fue poteftatis 
itera, except it be followed by a vowel, or of the feminine gender, and then it 
fuffers a change, vid. mut. 

Z is a hard confonant, naturally commutable with the letter d (as has been al- 
teady obferved).. It has been much abufed and corrupted in modern manufcripts, 
&c. and ch often fubftituted in its place, entirely deftroying the Celtic root; as 
chengey, a tongue, for ¢eanga, Ir.; chiarn, a lord, for tiearn, Ir.; cum multis alits. 

U is one of the three broad vowels, and ufed indifferently for a and 0; as goll, 
or gall, or goul, a fork or ray. 

V is not properly a radical confonant, but only a fecondary mute; however, we 
have fome words which begin with vas a radical, therefore it is admitted as fuch; 
as vaidyn, a while ago, wvarrey mifh, I warrant, voalley, a wall. 

W is pronounced as 00, as in boot, root, foot; as bwoaill, wardoon, warp, warree. 
Y in 
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Y in the penultima, antepenultima, &c. is pronounced as # in the Englith turn, 
hunt, further, fturdy; or as zin bird, third; as fpyrryd, ymmyrchagh. In the ul- 
tima or monofyllables as 7 in tin, ikin, thin, trim (except thefe monofyllables, y, 
ym, yn, Zys, ayn, myn, which found y as in the penultima). The conftant found of 
y in the penultima, and its ordinary found in the ultima, are both exemplified in 
the fingle word /undry. 


CHA PU 


CoNCERNING THE VARIATION OF INITIAL LETTERS IN MANKS; 
OR, THE PRONUNCIATION OF SECONDARY Mourss. 


IN the Manks are no redundant confonants as in the Irifh; thefe non-radicals 
are thought to clog the language, and render it difagreeable in ufe, and difficult 
to acquire a knowledge of. 

Some of thefe mutable confonants become other confonants, which may, theres 
fore, be called fecondary or auxiliary mutes. 

The force of the pronunciation of fecondary or auxiliary mutes (as they are 
called) is fo different from that of the primary or radical, that they are expreffed 
by different figures or letters in the Manks, as is commonly done in other lan- 
guages, except the Irifh, where only the afpirate 4 is added; from whence arifes 
often the difficulty of finding the etymology in ours, where that ufage prevails, 
and the reafon why the Irifh language has been fo well preferved. 

Such words as begin with mutable confonants, viz. 5, c, ch, d, f, g, j, k, m, p,' 
ph, q, t, in their primary ufe, change thefe their radical initial letters as occafion 
fhall require, and according to the effect which the words preceding have on 
them, as follows. 

Words primarily beginning with d have three initials, viz. b,v,m; as bea 
veayn, long life, ¢ vea, his life, nym mea, our, your, their life. So the Greek 
Bharrhon is written by the Latins Varro; Birgilius, Virgilius; biote, vita; in 
Manks, dea or vea. 

Words beginning with ¢ have three initials, viz. c, ch, £3 as carrey dooie, an af- 
fectionate friend, ¢ charrey, his friend, nyn garrey, our, your, or their friend. 

Words beginning with ch have alfo three initials, viz. ch, b, 7; as chiarn poo- 
aral, a powerful lord, ¢ hiarn, his lord, myn jiarn, our, &c. lord. 

. Words beginning with d ‘have two initials, viz. d and gh 3 as dovinney mie, a 
. good man, ¢ ghooinney, his man. . 
Words 
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Words beginning with f have three initials, viz. f, v, and the firft vowel or 
confonant in the word, cafting away or making the f quiefcent: as foays, advan- 
vantage, ¢ cays, his advantage, myn voays, their, &c. advantage, 

Words beginning with g have but two initials, viz. g and gh; as goo mie, a 
~good report, e ghoo, his report. 

Words beginning with 7 have likewife but two initials, viz. gj and y; as Fee 
ooilley-niartal, Almighty God, e yee, his god. 

Words beginning with &, like c, have three initials, viz. k; ch, 3 as -kiunid 
alin, aferene calm, e chiunid, his calmnefs, ayn giunid, our, &c. calmnefs. 

Words beginning with m have but two initials, viz. mand v; as moyrn vooara- 
lagh, haughty pride, ¢ voyrn vooaralagh, his haughty pride. 

Words beginning with p have three initials, viz. p, pb, b; as padjer setan, 
earneft prayer, e phadjer, his prayer, ayn badjer, our, &c. prayer. 

Words beginning with ph have alfo three initials, viz. pb, v, and the firft 
vowel or confonant of the word, the ph being eclipfed or made quiefcent; as 
phreeney vooar, a large pin, e reeney, his pin, myn ureeney, our pin; pbaal keyrragh, 
a fheep-pen, e aal, his pen, myn vaal, our pen. 

Words beginning with g have likewife three, viz. g, wh, g; as quing brome, a 
heavy yoke, e whing, his yoke, myn guing, their yoke. 

- Words beginning with s have alfo three, viz, s, 4, 7, if the firft letter s be fol- 
lowed by a vowel; or if the word be of the feminine gender it has two; as /ooill 
vie, a good eye, e hooill, his eye, y tovill, the eye ; /lingan vooar, a big fhoulder, y 
tlingan, the fhoulder ; otherwife the initial remains unchanged ; as /porran, a purfe, 
e fporran, his purfe. 

Words beginning with ¢ have three initials, viz. ¢, 2, db; as taggloo ard, high 
ifcourfe, e baggloo, his difcourfe, nyn dbaggloo, our difcourfe. 

The variation of the initial letters is always regular and conftant betwixt letters - 
of the fame organ of pronunciation; for a Jabial letter is never Changed to a den- 
tal, nor a dental toa /abial, &c. 

Adverbs, being formed of adjectives, become fuch for the moft part by putting 
dy in appofition to the adjectives, without effecting any change in their mutable 
initial confonants; as mie (adjective), good, dy mie (adverb), well; bogbt (adj.) 
poor, dy boght (adv.), poorly; gennal (adj.), merry, dy gennal (adv.), merrily. 
Whereas the prepofition dy, to, a contraction of gys, or dy the fign of the infini- 
tive mood, or dy, of, from 2b, always change the mutable initials; thus, in ¢ra- 
agh, pobble, goaill, balley ; as rybbag dy hraagh, a wifp of hay, earroo dy phobble, a 
nsultitude of people, dy ghoaill coyrie, to take counfel, gol dy valley, going home.

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Initial’ vowels ate alfo capable of occafional changes, by taking the afpirate 4 
before them after the genitive article my ; as ayns diunid ny hufbtaghyn, in the depth 
of the waters. Befides, in pronunciation, the laft confonant of the preceding 
word is transferred to the following vowel; thus, yn 0, the egg, y arragh, the 
fpring, yn agh, the horfe, are pronounced as if they were written: 97 100, yn niar= 
ragh, yn niagh. 

«> I mutt here caution the reader, that, infeeking for words in this Dictionary; 
he fhould always turn to them in their primary or radical initials.

X is placed before words beginning with confonants ; as: y dooinney, the man, ¥ 
ven, the woman. 

Yn is ufed before words beginning with vowels,. whether radical or in conftruc- 
tion; as yn oural,,the facrifice, /hob boteil yn ooill millifb, this is the bottle of {weet 
oil. But it is often fubftituted in the place of the article y even before confonants, 
efpecially when a perfon or thing is particularized. 

When the particles, my, ma, &c. and verbs fubftantive, ta, va, bee. and fome of 
the irregulars, zee, bie, &c. precede in conftruction, and though the word follow- 


ing, begins with a confonant, yz is ufed; but the y is cut off by apoftrophe, be- 
caule 
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caufe of the preceding vowel ; as bee ’x dooinney mie maynrey, the good man fhall 
be happy, ¢a’n drogh-ghooinney mollaghtagh, the wicked man is curfed; ta’ 
chenndecaght ny fereeney na’n cegid. After other words ending with a vowel, and 
the following word beginning with a confonant, jn, not y, is always ufed ; as ayns 
thie yn ree, not thie’n ree; in the king’s houfe, eb gerjaghey yn pobble, not gerjage 
bey ’n pobble, he comforts the people. In thefe and the like cafes to apoftrophize 
the yn is reckoned highly barbarous. 

The article yn before all nouns beginning with a vowel transfers, in pronuncia- — 
tion, the final » to the following vowel ; as yn agh, the horfe, which is pro- 
nounced as if written yn niagh. Yn ollagh, the cattle, pronounced yn nollagh. 

_ Ec is a participial article of the prefent tenfe, er of the preter, and er-chee of 


the future; as e¢ /criew, writin &> &r fcrieu, having written, er-chee Jcreeu, about to

In Manks there are fix Cafes, though originally we feem to have ufed but 
three, vz. the Nom. Gen. and Dat. _ 

When the article y or yn is placed before a fubftantive of the N ominative Cafe, 
beginning with a mutable confonant, if the Noun be of the feminine gender, the 
initial confonant muft be either afpirated, mortified, or changed into its foft: as 
ben, a woman, yn ven; keyrrey, a fheep, yn cheyrrey; feill, fleth, yn eill. But if . 
the Noun be of the mafculine gender, the initial confonant remains in its own na- 
ture ; as yn dooinney, the man, Jn coo, the greyhound, yn feiyr, the noife. 

When the article y or yn is placed before a Noun beginning with a confonant, 
if the Noun be of the feminine gender, the article is changed into ny in the Ge- 
nitive Cafe fingular ; but if the Noun be of the mafculine gender, the mutable 
confonant is changed into its foft or afpirated, and the article y or ya remains; as

As to the Cafes ofthe plural number, there is but one termination throughout ;

MANKS nouns have ordinarily but two Numbers, the fingular and the plural. 

We feem alfo to ufe the dual, when daa, two, or both, may be compounded 
with a fubftantive; as, daa ghooinney, two.men, daa chafs, two feet, daa bie, two 
houfes, daa ven, two women, literally, two woman, &c. 

Subftantives compounded, or put in appofition with numerals, in the firft and 
fecond number of every fcore, inftead of the plural, ufe the fingular number ; as, 
un heoill, one eye, daa hovill, two eyes, three fooillyn, three eyes, feed fooill, twenty 
eyes, un hooill as feed, one-and-twenty eyes, da-eed- fovill, forty eyes, three-feed 
Sooill, fixty eyes, &c. The word laa, a day, when put in appofition with a nu- 
meral, may be ufed throughout in the fingular number; thus, ua laa, daa laa, 
three, kiare, queig, &c. laa. ’ 

Some fubftantives want the fingular number; as, clean, children, maa/e, cattle, 
Jleib, péople, &c. Others want the plural; as, arran, bread, jough, drink, follan, 
falt, eeym, butter, feill, fleth, fuill, blood, bainney, milk, niart, ftrength, fort, 
ability, keayney, weeping, trim/bey, forrow, and the like. 

And the names of metals ; as, airb, gold, argid, filver, prafb, brafs, yiarn, iron, 
frainney, tin, 8c. and all proper names.

The plurals of Subftantives are formed of their fingulars in three manner of ways. 

Firft, by adding only a fyllable to the términation of the fingular ; as, awia, a 
river, Plur. avwinyn; cafan, a foot-path, Plur. caffanyn. 

Secondly, by changing only the vowels or diphthongs of monofyllables into 
other vowels or diphthongs ; as, mac, afon, Pl. mec; fer, a man, Pl. fr; beeal, a 
mouth, Pl, deéff: mair,, a finger, Pl. meir; or by changing the vowels and diph- 
thongs of the ultima and ‘penultima of ‘polyfyllables into other vowels or diph- 
thongs; as, kceil/, a church, Pl. kialteenyn, 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, by changing the vowels or diphthongs of the fingular and adding to 
the termination too; as, rcantagh, a bondf{man, Pl. raanteenyn; claddagh, a lake, 
Pl. claddeeyn ; blein, P\. Sleeantyn.

Tur GENDERS OF SUBSTANTIVES. 


ALTHOUGH the primitive and proper ufe of genders be only to diftinguith one 
fex from another, yet the Manks, like the Greeks, Latins, French, Irifh, &c. ob- 
ferve that diftin@tion even in inanimate things, among which there is neither male 
nor female ; fo that there is not one noun in Manks but what is either mafculine, 
feminine, or common, 

There 
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There are two* ways to know the gender of a noun. 

The firft, by its fignification. 

The fecond, by its termination. | 

The proper names of men, winds, months, alfo qualities, good or bad, me- 

tals, and the infinitive mood of verbs, when ufed fubftantively, are known by * 
their fignification to be of the mafculine gender. 

Words ending in 00, ey, ed, er, are mafculine by their termination ; as, jannoo, 
an action, jalloo, an image, goo, a report, bainney, milk, phreeney, a pin, eggey, a

* As there are no determined rules to know the genders of fubftantives inanimate, I have been 
very exact in fetting down the gender of every noun in my Dictionary ; for nouns adjeétive, being 
to exprefs the quality of the fubftantives, follow their genders, by becoming either mafculine or fe- 
mining: which is eficéted by a change in the initials of the adjeétives.

IN the Manks there are but two degrees of comparifon, viz, the pofitive, or 
low degree, and the fuperlative, or higheft degree ; as, aalin, fair, s’aalin, faireft ;

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this fuperlative ts included the Englifh comparative eepree alfo; as, s° aalin may 
be Enelithed, fairer; and s° graney, uglier. | 

The fuperlative 1s formed of its pofitive by adding s’ (a contraction of the word 
jmoo, more, or moft) to the initial of its fingular mafculines; as, pooaral, power- 
ful; Sup. s? pooaral, more, or moft powerful. 

Between the comparatives, or words or perfons compared, is commonly placed 
the comparative conjunction va, anfwering to the ante-comparative conjunétion 
ny; as, ta moddey bio ny share na lion marroo, a live dog is better than a dead lion. 

As the pofitive degree is a weak noun adjective, it undergoes thofe changes of 
gender that nouns adjective are fubject to; but the fuperlative alters not, but 4s 
always exprefled in tts fingular mafculine; as, yn ven ghennal, the merry woman ; 
Sup. yz ven s* gennal, the inerrieft woman. 

Monofyllables that begin and end with a confonant have always the fyllable ey 


added to them in the fuperlative degree; as, Pof. bogbt, poor; Sup. s° boghtey, 


pooreft. 

Polyfyllables ending in agh commonly change ‘agh into ee; as, Pof. agglagh, 
horrid, Sup. s’ agglee, moft horrid; Pof. siaralagh, careful, Sup. s’ kiaralee, mokt 
careful. 

Pofitives having oa.and io change them into e; as, moal, feeble, Sup. S melley, 
moft feeble; Pof. chion, tight, Sup. S chenney, tightett :

has a fort of comparifon which imports fometimes equality, fometimes admiration, 
and may be explained in Englifh by as, fo, how; as, cha aalin as efhyn, as fair as 
he; s° mie lbiam fhen dy jarroo! how pleafing is it to me! s’ banglaneagh y peecagh! 
how prolific is man! s’ mooar lhiam ch! how I begrudge it! It is formed of the 
pofitive, by prefixing the contraction s’ according to the rules of the fuperlative 


degree.

WHEN two iubftantives come together belonging to divers things, the latter, 
if it be mafculine, and the article-y or yx precede it, fhall change its initial into 
its foft; as, folt y ching, the hair of the head; duillag y villey, the leaf of the tree: - 
but words beginning with d, j, , of the mutable confonants, are not fubject to this 
change; as krone y jalloo, the head of the image; mac y Fee, the fon of the God; 
ben y dooinney, tlie man’s wife ; ben y thie, the woman of the houfe.

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When two fubftantives come together, if the latter be of the feminine gender, 
the article ny, not ya, is ufed in the genitive, and the mutable confonant remains 
unafpirated ; as, cafs, a foot; yn chafs, the foot; boyn ny cofbey, the heel of the 
foot ; _focill, an eye 3 yn tooill, the eye; clagh ny fooilley, the apple of the eye. 

If the latter fubftantive be the proper name of a country, town, or place, with- 
out an article, the latter changeth-its radical initial into its foft; as,, Elan Vannin, 
the Ifand of Mann; mac Yee, the fon of God; thie Ghavid, the houfe of David. 

Both fubftantives being common, the latter is determined by-the gender of the 
former; as, (fem.) /lat booft; (fem.) clagh wyllin; (fem.) feil/ vuc, {wine’s fleth ; 
Jiroin (mafc.) muc, a fwine’s {nout; cloan (fem.) ghooinney, a man’s children; mac 
(mafc.) dooinney, a man’s fon; ben ghuilley, mac ben. But if the former fubftantive 
be of the plural number, then the latter is immediately fubjoined with its radical 
initial ; as, /lattyn fooft, flails; claghyn mwillin, mill-ftones.

THE fubftantive and adjective agree generally in gender and fometimes too in 
number; but an adjective fingular is.moft frequently joined to a fubftantive plu- 
ral; as, deiney berchagh rich men. 

The place of the adjective in conftruction is generally after its fubftantive ; as, 
dooinney mie, a good man; ben aalin, a fair woman; mac ammyffagh, a dutiful {on ; 
inneen ghraikagh, a lovely nymph. Except drogh and fhenn’; giare and /hag are alfo 
, fometimes placed before their fubftantives ; yn ghiare-veinn, yn lbag-ghooinney. 

When an adjective comes after a fubftantive fingular of the mafculine gender, it 
retains its radical initial; as, goo mée, a good report; thie mooar, a large houfe ;

The adjective, after a fubftantive fingular of the feminine gender, changeth its.

When an adjective is placed before its fubftantive, the mutable initial of the 
fubftantive is changed into its foft, and the adjective muft be of the mafculine 
gender ; as, drogh-ghovinney, a bad man; drogh-yanunoo, a bad action ; joenn ven, an 


old woman. 
All 
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All fubftantives plural, of what gender foever they be, will have adjectives 
after them beginning with their radical initials, and moft frequently of the fin- 
eular number; as, deiney mie, good men ; inneenyn mie, good women ; eddinyn gen- 
nal, merry faces; /keeallyn mie, good news; deiney berchagh, rich men, not deiney 
berchee. Except in the vocative cafe plural, which always afpirates the initial of 
the following adjective ; as, chaarjyn ghraiagh. 

Adjetives of the fuperlative (or Englith comparative) degree are always fet af- 
ter their fubftantives when comparifon is fignified, and make no change of the 
initial of the fubftantive whether it be mafculine or feminine; as, yn eddin s’gilley, 
the faireft face ; yn lave s’lajer, the ftrongeft hand; ta’n ven ny s’thollee na e fhefhey, 
the woman is ftronger than her hufband. But when the fuperlative is ufed to ex- 
prefs admiration, it is ufually placed before its fubftantive without making any 
change in the initials; as, s’géal yn eddin! how clean is the face! - s*/aer e laue ! 
ftrong-is his hand! s’thollee ta’n ven! ftout is the woman ! 

Rouyr, too much, is ever placed before its f{ubftantive, and makes no chanve of 
the initial; Pou goaill rouyr bea, rouyr jannoo ort, you take too much trouble or 
plague upon yourfelf, And fo is dy chovilley, every, ever placed before i its fubftan- 
tive, and always makes the radical initial of its fubftantive change into its foft, or 
fecondary mute; as dy chooilley ghooinney, every man; dy chooilley wen, every 
woman. 

Numerals are placed before their fubftantives, and make no change in their 
initials; as, 4” dooinney, one man; three deiney, kiare, queig, &c. 

Except daa, two, which makes the fubftantive following change its radical 
initial into its foft or fecondary mute ; as, daa ghooinney, two men; daa ven, two 
women; daa phaitchey, two children. So wn, one, before a feminine fubftantive ; 
as, un ven, one woman: un vooa, one Cow; un ghoodee, a girl, or wench. 

Ordinals are placed before their fubftantives, and change their initials into 
their foft; as, yn chied ven, the firft woman; yn nab ghooinney, the fecond man; 
yn trafs ghooinney, the third man ; yn chiarroo, yn wheiggoo, &c. Except words be- 
ginning with d, 7, ¢, which fuffer ‘no change when joined to chied; as, yn chied 
dooinney, the firft man; ya chied tow/fe, the firft cea yn chied Jee, the firtt 
God.

The refletive article my is ufed in conftruction for the Englifh article a; and 
before nouns of the mafculine gender it always changes their radical initials into 
their foft or fecondary mutes; but nouns of the feminine gender retain their ra- 
dical initials; as, ?’eh ny ghooinney mie, he isa good man; tee my ben vie, fhe is a 
good.woman. 

When words of the mafculine gender have an article fet before them, their ra- 
dical letters are not changed; as, y dooinney, the man; yx guilley, the boy; but if 
they be feminines, their initials are changed into their foft; as, yn ven, the wo- 
man; y7 vooa, the cow. 

Proper names have not the articles fet’ before’ thefn, becaufe they do of them- 
felves, individually or particularly, diftinguith the things or perfons of which one 
{peaks ; fo likewife the names of countries, cities, rivers, &c. have no article fet 
before them ; except thefe three, ym Spainey, Spain; yn Rank, France; ya thalloo 
Bretnagh, Wales; alfo, Nerin, Ireland, and N’alpin, Scotland, have the adven- 
titious ”, or article yn, before them.

PREPOSITIONS ufed in appofition have always-a radical initial after them 
as, marifb dooinney, with man; /ef/b fcreeuyn, with a letter. 
"When the articles y, or yn, the, are joined to prepofitions, the radical initials 
of the nouns which follow them are changed, into their fecondary mutes or fofts ; 
as, marifh y ghuilley, with the boy; rifo y ven, to the woman; /e/b y ghrian, to- 
wards the fun.. But nouns whofe initials are the confonants d, 7, and ¢, fuffer no. 
change; as, mari/b y docinney, with the man. cooyl y dorrys, behind the door; jh 

y jalloo, with the image; gys y thie, to the houfe. 

Dy, of, or to, always afpirates, or changes into its fecondary mute, the initial 
of the following mutable confonant; as, goll dy valley, going ponies 3 hione dy. 
phrafb, a head of brafs; dy ghoaill leagh, to take a fee. 

Prepofitions are compounded with adverbs of place; as, veih-heofe, from above ; 
veib-heefe, from beneath: they are alfo compounded with pronouns. See the 
‘conftruction of pronouns.

Aa is. compounded.with nouns, verbs, and participles, and changes their mu-- 
table initials into their foft or fecondary mutes; as, aa-chroo ¢h dovcinney, he.re-cre- 
ated man; aa-wioghee eh, he fhall revive; aa-chooinaghtyn, recoNection. 

An is joined either to nouns, verbs, or participles, and changes their mutable 
initials into their fecondary mutes}; as, 4a’n thie an-chafberick, the houfe is impure ; 
teh laadit lefh anghoo, he.is loaded with infamy. 

Co and caoyl, before the mutable initial c, doth change it into its foft; as, oo- 
chorrym, equal; co-chiart,.even; otherwife it retaineth the radical initial; as, co- 
trome, equally heavy; co-beayn, co-eternal; co-Fee, equally God cooyl-chlea, anv 
ambuth ; cooyl-dorrys, behind the door. | 

Fo, before s and ¢4,. is ufed with the afpirate or fecondary. mute; as, fo-balloo, 
under the ground; /o-/eau, under the mountain; inftead.of fo thalleo and /o Jlieaue 

Er is ufed with radical initials; as, er-canzoo; wanton. er-gliee, brimming; er- 
fuanue, paffionate; except when. it is put for the Englith for; as, er-pbing, fora 
penny, 
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penny, where the afpirate is ufed. It is alfo ufed in compofition with pronouns ; 
as, orrym, &c. See the conftruction of pronouns. 

Orrym and its derivatives are moft commonly ufed to betoken the paffions of 
the body; as, ta’ chadley orrym, Iam afleep, or am fleepy; ¢a paays orrym, I 
am dry. ’ 

Lieb changes the radical initials of the words it is compound:d with into their 
fecondary mutes; as, ta’n dooinney lieh-varroo, the man is half dead; yn ven lieh- 
valloo, the dull-hearing woman ; moddey lieh-ghooghys, a mungrel. 

Neu and mee fignify privation or not, and make the following confonant change 
into its fecondary mute or afpirate; as, meu-ghlen, unclean; mee-viallagh, difo- 
bedient. 

Gyn is alfo a privative article, or article of the ablative cafe, and is fometimes 
joined to a foft or fecondary mute; as, gyn-vioys, lifelefs; gyn-vyghin, mercilefs, 
or without mercy; when we fay gyn bioys, gyn myghin, and the like, gyz is fet by 
itfelf, and myghin, bioys, &c. are put abfolutely, q. ds gyn, dioys; gyn, myghin.
